The Farmer and the Merchant. 


T here can be no doubt that the prosperity of the country—the entire 
people—is based on the quantity of produce RAISED ON THE 
FARMS, and no other one thing so seriously affects the business 
interests of the country as a general crop failure, if the crops are 
generally good throughout the country and happen to be a failure in one par¬ 
ticular locality the merchants are not dependent on the home farmer, but can 
have his goods, produce, etc., shipped in from other sections and thus supply 
the demand'of his customers, while, on the other hand, TIIE FARMER 
IS ALA\ AYS DEPEN DEN I ON HIS HOME MERCHANTS—the town 
or city which is his marketing place—and the home banks for the handling 
and disposition of his products. 

THE MERCHANT NEVER BUYS HIS PRODUCE, HAY AND GRAIN 
FROM OUTSIDE POINTS WHEN HE CAN GET THEM FROM THE 
FARMER, BUT THAT THE FARMER IS GIVEN LARGELY TO THE 
PRACTICE OF ORDERING MANY OF HIS NEEDS FROM STORES 
OTHER CITIES, MORE PARTICULARLY THE LARGE MAIL 
HOUSES, IS A WELL KNOWN FACT. 

Not a day passes that goods of almost every description, from soaps to 
farm implements, including gasoline engines, manure spreaders, seed planters, 
cream separators, cooking stoves and ranges, clothing, groceries and what not, 
are seen in our depots and express otiices addressed to local farmers. 

MR. FARMER, DO YOU THINK IT RIGHT TO COME TO TOWN WITH 
A LOAD OF PRODUCE AND SELL IT TO THE MERCHANTS OF YOUR 
MARKET PLACE AND THEN TAKE THE MONEY HE PAYS YOU AND 
SEND IT TO SOME MAIL ORDER HOUSE AND BUY GOODS THAT 
YOU COULD BUY JUST AS CHEAPLY AT HOME AS FROM A MAIL 
ORDER HOUSE AND HAVE THE FURTHER SATISFACTION OF SEE¬ 
ING WHAT YOU BUY? 

You may say, "Oh, well. 1 sold my butter and eggs to the groceryman, 
but he doesn’t handle clothing!” Yes; but. my farmer friend, if the clothing 
man does not sell his clothing he must go out of business, and the groceryman 
loses a good customer, iiis business is curtailed, and he then must needs buy 
less of your produce. You are just as much in duty bound to buy your cloth¬ 
ing, your hardware, your farm tools and other necessities from your home 
market as if these merchants all dealt in your wares first hand. 

THESE VARIOUS BUSINESSES ARE INTERLOCKING AND INTER¬ 
DEPENDENT, AND ON THEIR SUCCESS DEPENDS YOUR SUCCESS. 

A certain good farmer in this county ordered a corn planter from a mail 
order house and. owing to delays in freights, did not get his planter in time 
to do his planting while a good spell of weather was on. However, it finally 
came. He got it to the farm, set it up and started in with his planting. 
Through carelessness or oversight a small gravel got in one of the holes 
through which the corn drops and there lodged, with the result that the plate 
was broken. This put the planter out of commission. The farmer had to stop 
his corn planting and come to town to see if he could get another plate. He 
called on the hardware stores and implement dealers, but ns none of them 
carried these mail order house planters in stock he could find no plate, and 
the final result was he was forced to follow the plow and drop his corn by 
hand Had he purchased his planter from a home merchant he could easily 
have got the necessary repairs and not been delayed. It certainly was more 
costly to the farmer than if he had paid his home implement dealer many 
dollars more. Furthermore, the implement dealer had been buying corn every 
season from this farmer who bought his planter from a mail order house. 

Every dollar you send to a mail order house is taken out of local circula¬ 
tion entirely, and the good of it is lost forever. IT HURTS YOU IN THE 
LONG RUN just ns much as any one Therefore, before you order anything 
else from out of your home town go to town and see if you can find what you 
want, or if you can’t get to town telephone a merchant, and if it is a small 
package he will send it out by parcel post. If it isn’t satisfactory send it 
back Merchants guarantee the goods they sell just as well as mail order 
houses. There is not a local merchant who will not treat you right. Give 
him a chance and he will appreciate it.

CITY OFFICIALS 


Six hundred and eighty-six of the | 
699 bills passed at the last legislative 
session and approved by Governor 
Johnson, became law at midnight, 
August 10th, the expiration of the 
ninety-day period provided in the 
State Constitution for the exercise of 
the referendum. Several of the 686 
new laws will not become operative 
until 1914, or even later, because of 
provisions in the acts themselves des¬ 
ignating some future date. An over¬ 
whelming majority of the lot, how¬ 
ever, become effective one minute 
after midnight, August 10th. 

Eight of the 686 acts approved were 
passed as extraordinary measures dur¬ 
ing the session, and became effective 
at once. Another, the Gettysburg ap¬ 
propriation bill, passed as an emer¬ 
gency act, was declared unconstitu¬ 
tional. Four other measures, the “red. 
light abatement,” “water commission,” 
“non-sale of game” and “blue sky” 
are to be held up until the next gen¬ 
eral election for submission to the 
people. 

Bills that have already become ef¬ 
fective are : The $12,999,600 general 
appropriation bill; revenue and taxa¬ 
tion bill; the bill creating a rural 
credit investigating commission and 
other emergency appropriation bills. 

Of the bills which became laws Aug¬ 
ust 10th, the alien land law, the moth¬ 
ers’ and teachers’ pension acts, the 
Carr-Benedict “unfair” competition 
bill and the weights and measures act 
are attracting probably the greatest 
general interest. 

The mothers’ pension law provides 
for State aid to widows and orphaned 
children amounting to $12 a month 
upon application by the county hoards 
to the State Board of Control. The 
administrative machinery for carrying 
j out this act lies with the Control 
Board, which also is clothed with au¬ 
thority to compel counties to care for 
I orphans and half-orphans. 

The teachers’ pension act provides a 
pension of $500 a year for those who 
have taught in California schools for a 
i period of thirty years. To be eligible 
to a pension a teacher must have 
I taught during the last school year for 
at least two months. The Board of 
Education is authorized to prepare 
| rules and regulations for carrying out 
! the provisions of the law. 

The “unfair compensation” act is 
aimed primarily at monopolies. It pro- 
, vides that no commodity may he sold 
j cheaper in one place in California 
than in another, after equalizing the 
cost of transportation and distribution 
to the consumer. Imprisonment and 
! [i heavy fine are provided for a viola- 
i ticn of the measure. In the case of a 
| corporation the officials are liable. 

The weights and measures law is 
i an enabling act providing the machin- 
j ery witli which to operate the consti- 
! tutional amendment adopted by the 
I people in 1910. A superintendent of 
j \\ eights and measures is created, who 
is authorized to establish a standard 
! set of weights and measures and look 
after the enforcement of the law’. Pub. 
j licity is the weapon which the Legis- 
! lature has provided the superinten¬ 
dent. Twenty-five thousand dollars is 
! provided for the purchase of standard 
I sets of weights and measures.

schools in cities for teaching German, 
French, Italian and Spanish; “2 to 6 
a. m. saloon closing law; Immigration 
Commission to adequately handle 
thousands of aliens expected in 1915; 
Industrial Accident Commission to ad¬ 
minister the liability insurance of the 
State; Minimum Wage Commission; 
providing indemnity of $50,000 for er¬ 
roneous conviction and incarceration; 
requiring fathers to support their il¬ 
legitimate children. 

The revamping of the “public utili¬ 
ties” act and the enlargement of the 
powers of the banks, building and 
loan and labor commissioners are 
some of the new laws of interest to 
the business world. 


The new state law passed by the last 
legislature for the regulation of auto¬ 
mobiles and motorcycles provides that 
all automobiles must pay an annual 
license tax which varies according to 
the horsepower of the machine. The 
minimum tax is $10 per annum. 

The moneys derived from the auto¬ 
mobile tax will be turned over to 
the state and county road funds and 
will be used solely for maintenance. 
It is estimated that the tax will yield 
a revenue of $375,000 a year which will 
be applied to the maintenance of the 
state highw ays. 

The new law also changes the speed 
limit from twenty to thirty miles an 
hour and the age limit for drivings of 
cars is sixteen. It provides a jail sen¬ 
tence for the third offense of speeding. 

Automobiles are required to show 
both front and rear numbers instead of 
only the rear as heretofore. All driv¬ 
ers must secure licenses, and profes¬ 
sional chauffeurs will be required to 
get a renewal each year. Motorcycles 
are required to carry tail lights as well 
as front ones, and must pay an annual 
license. 

One of the best features of the new 
law is; the provision prohibiting the 
use of “cutout” within the limits of 
incorporated cities and towns. No¬ 
body may now “open tbemuflier” ex¬ 
cept on country roads.

The transportation department of 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has sent to the members of the 
chamber an announcement of the new 
parcel post rates, which become ef¬ 
fective Friday, August 15th, accom¬ 
panied by a bulletin giving in detail 
the increased allowance of weight and 
rates in zones 1 and 2, and de¬ 
fining the same by offering a list of 
the cities and towns incorporated in 
the zones. An air-line “block” radius 
of 150 miles from San Francisco will 
be the only territory affected; that is, 
there will be no change in zones 3 to 
8. The new schedule, as arranged 
by the Chamber of Commerce, indi¬ 
cates that the weight limit is in¬ 
creased from eleven to twenty pounds, 
with rates in most instances material¬ 
ly reduced. To all postoffices in the 
first zone, except those in the City 
and County of San Francisco, and to 
all postoffices in the second zone 
tliere will be but one scale of rates. 
It io shown that the rate in the first 
and second zones under the new ^ 
schedule is twenty pounds for 24 
cents. There is a reduction in the ; 
first and second zones of 31 cents on 
eleven pounds.

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MANY STUDENTS 
SEEK_EMPLOYMENT 

Would Work Their Way Through 
Stale University 

Future judges, lawyers, doctors, 
business men and scientists who are 
now students at the State University 
are willing to work as cooks, table 
waiters, grass cutters, lawn sprinklers, 
weed pullers, dishwashers or chore 
boys for a little of the coin of the 
realm which will assist them in work¬ 
ing their way through college. 

Because scores of freshmen have al¬ 
ready written to the University seek¬ 
ing an opportunity to earn their way 
through college, the University has is¬ 
sued an appeal to the people of the 
bay cities to assist wherever possible 
by offering employment to these ambi¬ 
tious youths, and in many cases young 
women. Aiming to satisfy the needs 
of as many as possible, an employment 
bureau has been established at the 
president’s office. 

According to figures on the campus, 
more than a third of the students earn 
their way through college. Among the 
hundreds of positions found for them 
last year were driving delivery wag¬ 
ons, caring for gardens, horses or au¬ 
tomobiles, serving as cooks, waiters 
and dishwashers in boarding houses 
and in private families, working as 
clerks, bookkeepers or stenographers, 
playing the piano for dances, singing 
in church choirs, caring for the sick or 
crippled, private tutoring and other 
forms of teaching.

With the California Apple Show and 
Festival of the Apple, in Watsonville, 
October 6th to 11th, but two months 
distant, the management of the show 
has reached a point In the perfection 
of the details of the big show that had 
not been attained last year as close 
as one month before the show. Al¬ 
ready thirteen counties have announc¬ 
ed that they will enter apple exhibits 
as against four at this time last year. 
These counties are Santa Cruz, Mon¬ 
terey, San Benito, Santa Clara, Butte, 
Riverside, Los Angeles, Humboldt, 
Mendocino, San Luis Obispo, El Dor¬ 
ado, Mariposa and San Bernardino.

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Iu Europe, while the spirit of dueling 
has died out, the form remains, except 
in England, where the people have al¬ 
ways been one or two centuries ahead 
of those on Hie continent. Every now 
and again some Englishman or Ameri¬ 
can in France or Germany or Italy 
finds himself up against a system with 
which he has no sympathy and for 
which in America no preparation is re¬ 
quired. 

The American has an advantage in 
getting out of such affairs without dis¬ 
credit iu his inexhaustible assurance 
and resource. Some years ago a party 
of Americans got together at the prin¬ 
cipal hotel in Koine on the Esquiline 
hill, making each other’s acquaintance 
easily, as Americans abroad do, visit¬ 
ing the sights together or at least meet¬ 
ing together at dinner after having 
done so during the day. There were 
both men and women among them, 
mostly young and full of life and spir¬ 
its.

On being assured 
that he would not suffer any stigma 
from the charge itself he withdrew 
his request.

“At -i o’clock in the morning I will 
start from this hotel, walk down the 
Via Cavour to the main thoroughfare 
leading to the Pincian gardens and, 
turning into it, walk toward them. 
The prince is to leave the gardens at 
the same time and walk in this di¬ 
rection. When we meet either may 
open tire at will with revolvers. Either 
may take to a side street or any arti¬ 
cle of defense he may find handy.’’ 

It was generally agreed among tiie 
consulting party that if Denbigh really 
meant to fight this was the best posi¬ 
tion that could be suggested. Clark¬ 
son went to the club, where he found 
Captain Carlucei ready to receive any 
communication lie might have from 
Denbigh. When Clarkson delivered 
his message the captain looked sur¬ 
prised. 

“But we do not fight that way here 
in Italy,” he protested, “nor is it done 
anywhere in Europe.” 

"And we do not fight your way in 
America. It is your-principal that de¬ 
sires to fight mine, not mine yours, 
and since the prince desires a meeting 
he must consent to the methods used 
in the only part of America where 
quarrels are settled by arms, and every 
day such cases are becoming more 
rare as civilization spreads over a 
country that has been gradually pass¬ 
ing from savages to white men.” 

The captain said that he would sub¬ 
mit the proposition to his principal and 
withdrew for that purpose. Clarkson 
lighted a cigarette and looked over 
periodicals for some time, during 
which he was thinking what would be 
the effect of a proposition so entirely 
at variance with the European code 
duello.
